These progressive clubs may be revers- 
ed, starting at the highest amount first 
and finishing with the lowest. The 5c. 
reducing class starts at $2.50 and works 
down to 5c, while the 2c starts at 
$1.00 and comes down to 2c. as the last 
payment.
